At the Vatican, Pope John was |, 
the central figure in the annual 
ceremony of the symbolic wash- 
ing of feet. This was one of the 
last acts of Jesus of Nazareth. 
At the Last Supper he washed 
the feet of his disciples, teaching 


them a lesson in humility, in the \ 


error and the evil of false pride, 
and in the dignity of service. 

Annually, the Pope of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church publicly 
carries out this memorial. He 
selects, always, obscure clergy- 
men. This year, for the first time, 
he included an African priest, an 
Indonesian priest, and, as before, 
an Oriental. The stories noted that 
Pope John, after the ceremony 
of washing and drying, kissed the 
African foot, the brown one from 
Indonesia, the yellow one and 
those of the white priests. With- 
out doubt, this caused a wincing 
among some of the faithful Ro- 
man communicants in the South- 
ern United States. The Vatican 
was quoted as saying that Pope 
John deliberately did this to make 
them see plainly the position of 
the church. 


Wise Decisions 


The Roman Catholic Church 
has been distinguished by many 
wise decisions. Chief among its 
assets is a sense of history. This 
gives the church a long view. 
Never was this sense of history 
so vividly illustrated as in the 
Papal ceremony of the washing 
of feet. It is not mere population 
increases which is enabling the 
Roman communion to make spec- 
tacular gains in numbers. It is 
a sensitiveness to change and the 
moods of peoples as old orders 
shift and new ones appear. 


Pope John’s ceremony was on 
Maundy Thursday. It appeared in 
the papers of Good Friday. 


On that same day international- 
ly known and respected evange- 
list Billy Graham, newly back 
from a tour of Africa where he 
found the Christian church in 
jeopardy, released a lengthy 
statement. 


It was, in its field, as meaning- 
ful as Pope John’s ceremony. Dr. 
Graham said he could not under- 
stand those who distorted scrip- 
ture to support a claim of racial 
superiority. Noah, said Billy Gra- 
ham, may have cursed Canaan 
and his children to be servants, 
but there was no indication that 
God had done so. And, further, 
said Dr. Graham, there is no in- 
dication that Canaan was dark- 
skinned. Nor is there, he con- 
tinued, any shred of scriptural 
evidence for the white peoples of 
the world to claim they are a 
superior or chosen people. 


Distort Scripture 


“How they can twist and dis- 
tort the scripture to prove racial 
superiority is beyond me,” said 
the evangelist. 


Dr. Graham here struck at a 
persistent and favorite legend of 
those who support prejudice and 
an inferior place in life for col- 
ored peoples with quotations from 
the scriptures. This was widely 
done in times of slavery. Many 
pulpits insisted that God had or- 
dained slavery and that the Bible 
abundantly condoned it, and that 
it was a Christian institution, di- 
vinely inspired. When slavery 
was abolished, there appeared 
those who insisted that God him- 
self had condemned colored peo- 
ples to be servants, drawers of 
water and hewers of wood. 


Both Dr. Graham and Pope 
John, who are, insofar as world 
opinion is concerned, the best- 
known personalities in their fields, 
Catholic and. Protestant, chose 
Good Friday—the anniversary day 
when a mob put the Christ on a 
cross—to provide their own 
answers. Their actions and their

Knife-Armed 
Youths Battle 


In Savannah 


SAVANNAH (#—Negro and 
white youths armed with ax han- 
dies, pipes, knives and other 
weapons clashed in a brief but 
vicious fight in Savannah late 
Monday night. 


Police said four were hospital- 
ized. One was in serious condition 
with a knife wound in the neck, 
police said. 

Nine persons—two Negroes and 
seven white persons—were jailed. 

It was not immediately deter- 
mined how many youths were 
involved, Police estimates ranged 
as high as 20 Negroes and a doz- 
en white persons. 

Cause of the battle was still a 
mystery early Tuesday morning. 

Detectives said Melvin Bryan, 
18, a white person, was in serious 
condition at a hospital with a deep 
stab wound in the side of his neck. 


at a Lowndes County School Board 
meeting that he found severe 
bruises on 14-year-old Earl Cor- 
nelius. 


The youngster says he was pad- 
died by school authorities twice 
in one day. 


Martin said Monday night that 
he is resigning his job because 
he has no other choice.

Safe Looted 
At Church; 
Gifts Missed 


Thieves ripped open a safe in 
the office of Covenant Presby- 
terian Church at 2461 Peachtree 
Rd., NE, but missed the Easter 
collection, police said. 


Dr. Herman L. Turner, pastor, 
said a small amount of cash and 
a quantity of checks for the 
church building fund, including 
one for $400, were missing. 


Dr. Turner said the exact 
amount of the loss could not be 
determined immediately. 


The safe had been ripped open, 
probably with a crowbar, Detec- 
tives W. E. Harwell and H. J. 
Standridge said. Detectives and 
church officials said the safe

Mrs. Marguerite S. Pitts, an 
assistant cashier, reported the 
amount taken. But she said he 
missed an open sack containing 
$1,185 in cash and unopened bags 
filled with $2,500. 


She said $13,450 of the money 
taken was in $100 and $50 bills 
and the rest in smaller denomi- 
nations. 


“It was a helpless feeling,” 
said Mrs. Robert Duggan, one of 
the tellers. “There was nothing 
I could do but give him the 
money.” 


The gunman barely missed be- 
ing caught in the act. Mrs. Inez 
Newsome, a post office employe, 
brings the post office’s deposit to 
the bank each day about two 
minutes before the 3 p.m. closing 
hour. 


She saw the robber going out 
the back door of the bank as she 
walked up to the front door, but 
thought it was the bank porter. 
When she found the front door 
locked, she went next door to a 
furniture store and told J. J. 
Tullis the bank had closed be- 
fore she could make her deposit. 
She also reported she heard 
something that sounded like 
someone beating on a door. 


Mrs. Newsome and Tullis went 
to the rear door of the bank and 
heard Mrs. Duggan and Mrs. Earl 
Pitts, the assistant cashier, beat- 
ing on the vault door. The tellers 
called out the combination and 
Mrs. Newsome and Tullis opened 
the vault.

ITHACA, N.Y.—Former President Harry S. Truman expressed 
the belief here Monday that Communists were engineering the stu- 
dent sitdowns at lunch counters in the South.

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U.S. Officials at Naval Base 
Inciting Rebels, Castro Says 


HAVANNA (#—Prime Minister 
Castro charged Monday that US. 
authorities at Guantanamo Naval 
Base are connected with a plot to 
set up organized counter-revolu- 
tionary resistance to his regime in 
eastern Cuba. 


‘‘American authorities at the 
naval base know of these ac- 
tivities and are connected with 
them,”’ he said in an interview 
aboard a plane that returned him 
to Havana from eastern Cuba. 


He said U.S. planes had been 
flying over the mountainous region 
of eastern Cuba, probably trying 
to make contact with Manuel Bea- 


ton, a counter-revolutionary hiding | 


out there with a small band of 
men. 


He said the objective of all these 
activities “‘is to create some sort 
of resistance to the government on 
the east coast between the moun- 
tains and Guantanamo.” 


The U.S. State Department in 
Washington quickly denied the 
charges. A spokesman said: “Our 
people at the base are doing their 
wosk and not dabbling in Cuban 
petiticis.”’ 

As to the U.S. planes, it was re- 
called in Havana that planes from 
the base were searching for a 
missing antisubmarine plane last 
week and their normal search 


pattern would take them over the 
mountain area. U.S. officials said 


such searches were coordinated 
with Cuban authorities. 


Despite the charges, Castro said 
he feels problems between the 
United States and Cuba can be 
solved. He expressed willingness 
to talk with anyone in the interest 
of promoting understanding. 


He appeared reluctant to spec- 
ify whether he thought a meeting 
with President Eisenhower or Sec- 
retary of State Herter would do 
the trick.

Police said they rounded up Ne- 
groes who had beaten and intimi- 
dated others who want to work in 
defiance of the boycott called by 
Negro leaders to oppose South Af- 
rica’s white supremacy laws. 


Police and troops, backed by 
eight armored cars, threw a cor- 
don around the settlement, then 
moved in. 


Maj. P. M. Landman, East Lon- 
don district police commandant, 
said the arrested Negroes had 
beaten and intimidated Negroes 
who wanted to work. He said no 
violence was connected with the 
arrests. 


Near Port Elizabeth, a Negro 
police sergeant was attacked and 
injured by Negroes as he went 
to work. Six Negroes were ar- 
rested and charged with assault. 


Elsewhere in South Africa po- 
lice maintained an uneasy quiet 
on this Easter Monday, a holiday 
for most workers. The real show- 
down for the stay-at-home move- 
ment called by the outlawed Afri- 
can National Congress comes 
Tuesday. All police and many 
white civilians have been mo- 
bilized. 

The government has warned 
that Negroes heeding the call will 
face loss of their jobs or banish- 
ment to native reserves in the in- 
terior. Police offered protection to 
Negroes going to work.

(UPI)—A | 
well-to-do book sales executive 
was found dead of a knife wound 
Monday in the bedroom of a wom- 
an who identified herself as his 
wife. Later, another woman 
showed up at police headquarters 
and said she was the victim’s 
wife. 


Police booked the first ‘‘wife”’ 
on a vagrancy charge pending 
further investigation. She identi- 
fied herself as Carol Nadine Rog- 
ers Clark, 27, the fourth wife of 
the victim, Joseph M. Clark, 57. 


At first she told officers 
she was Clark’s wife, but later 
refused to answer any questions 
on grounds “‘they might incrim- 
inate me,’ Chief Investigator J. 
C. Patrick said. 


She had told detectives that 
Clark tripped and fell on the 
razor sharp blade which officers 
found plunged into his chest. 


Mrs. Roselle Frances Clark, 48, 
telephoned police about noon—six 
hours after the death—to inquire 
about reports of her husband’s 
death she read in a newspaper 
while waiting for her husband in 
the lobby of a downtown hotel. 


Detectives said the second wom- 
an said she had been married to 
Clark for 16 years and knew 
about the other woman. 


She said the other woman’s 
name actually was Carol Rogers 
and that her husband met her 
while traveling in Hot Springs, 
Ark. “He was trying to get rid 
of her,” she said. ‘‘He was afraid 
of her.” 


Patrick said he was investigat- 
ing whether both women were 
married to Clark at. the same 
time. He said, however, that the 
second Mrs. Clark told him that 
the other woman had been having 
an affair with her husband and 
followed him here from Kansas 
City, Mo. 

The dark - haired, 27 - year- 
old woman, taken into custody at 
the rented $70,000 mansion in an 
exclusive Jacksonville neighbor- 
hood, had become violently angry. 
She rushed at a_ television 
cameraman, striking the camera 
with her fists and shouting ‘‘no 
pictures” when she was escorted 
to a police car.

MOSCOW (UPI)—The American cast of My Fair Lady Monday 


night broke through a language barrier and thrilled an opening 
night audience of 2,000.

Favorite Scapegoat 


Hope for improvement in U.S.-Cuban 
relations, heightened by an alleged re- 
mark by Premier Castro that misunder- 
standings could be cleared up if he 
could talk with Secretary Herter or Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, were dashed again by 
the Cuban leader yesterday. 

First he hedged about his remark and 
then charged U.S. authorities at Guan- 
tanamo Naval base were connected with 
counterrevolutionary plotters in Eastern 
Cuba. In other words, he is up to his old 
tricks of blaming the United States for 
all that is wrong with his regime—a fa- 
vorite political tactic designed to divert 
attention from his own shortcomings.

If Castro really wants to improve re- 
lations, we now have an ambassador on 
the scene, Philip Bonsal, who has not 
seen the Cuban chief since his return on 
March 20. 

As for the Guantanamo Naval Base, 
it is no secret that Castro would like to 
oust the United States from this strong- 
hold, held by long-standing treaty with 
Cuba. His attack yesterday may be the 
opening gun in that direction. 

Meanwhile, the Castro government 
moves further toward leftist dictatorship 
each day. Latest proof is the stripping of 
all. power from the Confederation of Cu- 
ban Workers, which has ruled organized 
labor since the 1930s. The right to nego- 
tiate with employers has been taken from 
the union and vested in the Ministry of 
Labor, which now has full authority to 
settle any labor controversy. 

The ministry not only is given the 
power of negotiation but also the right to 
hire and discharge private employes. 

The United States desperately wants 
to improve relations with the Castro gov- 
ernment but it cannot do so at the price 
of blackmail and in face of the govern- 
ment-inspired infiltration by Commu- 
nists.

Frustrated Atlanta Reflects 
County Unit System Flaws 


At the end of 1959 the City of Atlanta stood upon its tiptoes and 
shouted that a million people now live within its metropolitan area. 
And at about the same time an Atlanta legislator, M. M. Smith, went 
before his city’s Rotarians to point out that his constituents pay 
nearly 35 per cent of Georgia’s taxes but have less than 2 per cent 
of the representation in Georgia’s Legislature. 


“Governors don’t bother about 
coming to our county to run their 
races or about giving us back any 
tax money, or about closing our 
schools, or about telling us to go 
plumb to hell,”” Smith complained. 


“I wish all of you could have 
been in the General Assembly for 
the last 13 years with me and seen 
the bills that have been passed, 
aimed at my county.”’ 

The case of Georgia is admit- 
tedly an extreme case of the coun- 
try people exercising almost 
total political control over their 
city brethren. There elections are 
decided by county unit votes. The 
biggest county has six votes and 
the smallest two, which means 
that three declining backwoods 
counties can nullify the political 
power of bulging, urban Fulton 
County. 

Georgia’s case is by no means 
isolated, however. This is a na- 
tional problem and a particularly 
serious Southern problem. It is 
part of the reason that Southern 
political leadership is failing so 
miserably to reflect and interpret 
the changing times. It is part of 
the reason that Washington spends 
billions of dollars on a self-defeat- 
ing farm program while the cities 
have so much trouble getting rela- 
tively small sums to clear their 
blighted areas. 

Fortunately, North Carolina’s 
growing cities have been spared 
the kind of frustrations that At- 
lanta is feeling. 

True, they are the victims of 
unfair representation in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The 1950 census 
gave Mecklenburg County rough- 


ly one of every 21. North Caro- 
linians, yet Mecklenburg has only 
one of 50 state senators and only 
one-thirtieth of the membership of 
the House. Guilford County, with 
its Greensboro and High Point, 
is penalized in almost equal de- 
gree. 

But the problem of fair repre- 
sentation is largely one of the fu- 
ture in North Carolina. The ur- 
ban, industrial Piedmont is grow- 
ing faster than the rest of the 
state. The major cares of state 
government will be gathering here 
during the next generation—prob- 
lems of roads, colleges, public 
schools, welfare, health. This area 
will furnish an increasing share 
of the state’s taxes and demand 
an increasing share of its appro- 
priations. 

No rural-minded legislature can 
be expected to stay ahead of such 
needs. The representative from 
the mountain cove and the senator 
from the coast are not likely to 
get excited about belt highways 
around Greensboro or commu- 
nity colleges in Charlotte. 


That is why it is so important 
that the candidates for governor 


pledge their best efforts to reap- - 


portion the General Assembly in 
1961. That is why citizens should 
demand pledges from _ legislative 
candidates that they will honor 
their constitutional oaths to reap- 
portion. 

Rural legislatures can perhaps 
do justice by rural states. But 
they cannot speak for the kind of 
state North Carolina is becom- 
ing.

“The Colorado River, which is

I wish to draw a parallel be- 
tween Priestley’s appreciation of 
the meanings of the remarkable 
geological spectacle and the mean- 
ings of the cross of Christ. 

The cross has meant many 
things to Christians. It is a silent 
witness of Christ’s devotion to the 
abiding principles of God and 
man. As such it challenges us to 
give, if required to do so, our 
last full measure of devotion to 
those principles which alone are 
enduring.

The cross is also an eloquent 
testimony of God's love for man.

It 
is the bridge whereby, sinful as 
we are, we may enter into God's 
presence.

This 
is based upon temporary solution of the Berlin crisis that Russia 
fomented to provoke summit talks. 


The real Soviet objective is 
eventually to force United States 
troops and bases out of continental 
Europe thus weakening NATO’s 
self-confidence and gradually se- 
ducing West Germany eastward. 
Acceptance of his fall-back posi- 
tion would be but the first step 
towards Khrushchev’s ultimate 
goal. 


By his Berlin ultimatum Khru- 
shchev forced the West to ex- 
change official visits with him, 
increasing his prestige and to 
agree to another summit. Indeed, 
immensely significant subjects 
could be discussed at this meet- 
ing; the dangerous arms race, the 
threat of nuclear satellites circling 
the earth, German unification, 
China, the cold war. 

But Khrushchev will not yield 
on any of these now. Nor is he 
ready to delay a Berlin compro- 
mise until more important mat- 
ters have been regulated. He is 
not yet going to disarm beyond 
the demands of Soviet economy— 
until the United States begins to 
withdraw troops and dismantle 
foreign bases. He is not going to 
abandon control of East Germany 
unless it confederates with West 
Germany as a separate Commu- 
nist province. This would be let- 
ting a Soviet wooden horse graze 
on the Rhine; he knows we can’t 
agree, And he won't call off the 


ecold war because he refuses to 


take responsibility for Communist 
Party activities in the West. 
Therefore negotiations must 


focus on Berlin. If we do not 
accept Khrushchev’s temporary 
solution, he promises to sign a 
separate peace with East Ger- 
many and to cancel our Berlin 
access rights. Furthermore, he 
Suggests we agree to a pact out- 
lawing force. But that would pre- 
vent us from supporting our iso- 
lated garrisons if there is a tempo- 
rary Berlin deal on Khrushchev’s 
terms. 

He outlines such a deal accord- 
ingly: Western garrisons in Berlin 
would be reduced to “a symbolic 
level.” (Here there is room for 
bargaining.) A ban would be 
placed on_ storing nuclear 
weapons there. ‘The West could 
accept that.) Allied propaganda 
from Berlin would be ended. (With 
a similar ban on East Berlin prop- 
aganda, a formula might perhaps 
be worked out.) And West Berlin 
—excluding the eastern sector— 
would be made a free city. 

There is the rub. We claim Rus- 
sia has no right to cancel existing 
contracts or to exempt East Ber- 
lin from any solution. Khrushchev

The State Mineral Leasing Commission had received 
only one bid Monday afternoon on the eve of a scheduled 


opening of competitive bids for oil drilling rights along

An official of Humble Oil and 
Refining Co. indicated in a letter 
that his firm believes. the matter 
of drilling rights is being handled 
in somewhat of an unbusinesslike 
way. 


Secretary of State Ben Fortson 
Jr., secretary of the commission, 
said Monday afternoon that he had 
received only one bid, brought to 
him in a sealed envelope by an 
unnamed representative of an un- 
named oil company. 


MORE BIDS EXPECTED 


There was optimism among 
members of the commission, how- 
ever, that more sealed bids would 
be hand-delivered before the 
scheduled opening in Fortson’s of- 
fice at 10 a.m. Tuesday. 


Commission members earlier 
had reported that representatives 
of six different companies had 
expressed, to one degree or an- 
other, an interest in bidding for 
rights to drill for oil along the 
Georgia coast and in the state's 
territorial waters offshore. The 
companies were listed as Pure, 
Texaco, Standard of Kentucky, 
Phillips, Hunt and Humble. 


However, J. K. Bridges of 
Humble said in his letter to the 
commission that newspaper re- 
ports that his company had indi- 
cated it would submit a bid were 
inaccurate. 


STATE ACREAGE TRACTS 


He admitted that Humble rep- 
resentatives had talked to com- 
mission members ‘‘concerning the 
possibility of advertising certain 
smaller tracts of state acreage 
for competitive bidding, but it 
was contemplated that any re- 
quest for advertising would come 
after the Mineral Leasing Com- 
mission had adopted rules and 
regulations and had adopted a 
proposed form of lease.” 


Peter Zack Geer, Gov. Vandi- 
ver’s executive secretary and 
acting chairman of the commis- 
sion in Vandiver’s absence, said 
the area concerned in the adver- 
tisement for bids is a strip of 
offshore territory three miles 
wide and running the entire 100- 


mile length of the Georgia coast, 
plus marshes and river basins in 
the coastal area.

Any lease which might be en- 
tered into would have to ‘“‘con- 
form to the terms of the accepted 
bid and for that reason it is not 
possible to draft in advance any 
form to cover all such contin- 
gencies, other than those pro- 
visions usually contained in con- 
tracts of that type... .”’ he added. 


He said that if the terms of 
Humble’s bid should be ‘“‘suffici- 
ently precise’’ and were accept- 
able to the commission, “‘only a 
short time would be required to 
draft an instrument acceptable to 
you and to the commission and 

. . your fears about the possi- 
bility of being called upon to for- 
feit any earnest money .. . are 
unfounded.” 


The acreage would be deter- 
mined, he said, solely by the 
amount of acreage on which the 
bid was submitted.

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Social Cancer 


Can Be Cured 
If Caught Early 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 
Sue—slim, blond and very attractive—hovered 
miserably over pages in the phone book that listed 
“attorneys.” Wife of an army officer, she was a new 
resident in the Atlanta area. Sue believed she and her 
two children “stood alone against the world.” 


Because ‘“‘out of a clear, blue 
sky,’’ Sue’s husband had asked 
for a divorce. 


The officer’s wife believed 
she had no one to turn to, ex- 
cept an attorney who would 
protect the rights of her 
children. Then she remembered 
professional help was offered 
through the Atlanta office of the 
Family Service Society. 


Sue told the connselor as- 
signed to her case that the pro- 
spective divorce was “such a 
shock, because I thought my 
husband was completely 
happy.” 


Mrs. Dorothy Bier, director 
of casework for the local agen- 
cy, took Sue back through the 
eight years of her marriage. 


“When a marriage has 
reached such a critical stage 
that one wants a divorce,” Mrs. 
Bier explained, “there must 
have been some signs along the 
way. Without professional gtid- 
ance, Sue was unaware of how 
she had contributed to the 
break-up.” 


Tracing the path of her mar- 
riage with Mrs. Bier, Sue dis- 
covered several danger signals 
that if heeded in time, might 
have saved her marriage. 


Miss Lorraine Jennrich, ex- 
ecutive director of Family Ser- 
vice here, added that an im- 
pending family breakdown 
gives off danger signals, much 
as the warning signs of a physi- 
cal illness. 


“Tf the signs of trouble are 
recognized in time,” she said, 
“there’s a good chance steps 
can be taken to cure this socio- 
logical cancer before it reaches 
the point of no return.” 


Miss Jennrich and Mrs. Bier 
agreed not all people are capa- 
ble of recognizing their own 
weaknesses in their relation- 
ship with others. That’s when 
the need for professional help 
is at its peak. In recent years, 
family service and. marriage 
counselors have noted that hus- 
bands as well as wives are 
anxious to find this help. 


“There’s very little re- 
luctance on the part of men as 
well as women, to discuss their 
problems,’ Mrs. Bier said. “At 
our office, we try to work with 
both. One counselor will be as- 
signed to interviews with the 
wife, and another will work 
with the husband.” 


Many marital tragedies 
could be averted, they believe, 
if members of the family could 
recognize the danger signals 
before it is too late. 


The counselors pointed: out 
several situations that usually 
herald family breakdowns: 
When the children—or adults— 
don’t look forward to returning 
home from play or work. When, 
in thinking of the family as a 
unit, the husband or wife con- 
centrates on the hardships en- 
dured, rather than the happy 
times shared. If the husband or 
wife begins to “‘censor’’ or hold 
back when recounting experi- 
ences, pleasant or not, it may 
be because he or she feels the 
other would fail to understand. 
Such a feeling may be the first 
brick in a wall of secrets and 
misunderstandings. 


Dr. Eddie Neely Anderson, 
well-known Atlanta family rela- 
tions consultant, agrees that a 
lack of communications within 
the family circle accounts for 
a great deal of the problems 
plaguing, not only husband and 
wife, but parents and children. 


“When the communication 
lines are blocked,” she ob- 
served, “there’s something 
wrong. If children and adults 
lose the conversational quality 
at home, something is lacking.”’ 

She says this often is followed 
by nagging and fighting, when 
calmly discussing the differ- 
ences could lead to healthy, 
happy relationships. 


Another guidepost to trouble 
is a tendency on the part of one 
or two members of the family 
to line up against the others 
during disagreements. Some- 
times this is done to hurt the 
others, proving that the allies 
hold the position of power in the 
family circle. A _ child, of 
course, may imagine that her 
mother or father favors another 
child. But, the counselors 


emphasized, whether this feel- 
ing is real or imaginary, it 
Should be treated seriously. 


“Now and then,” Miss Jenn- 
rich said, ‘‘such situations oc- 
cur in most families. It is when 
they happen over and over 
again, setting a pattern, that 
they should be considered a 
signal.” 


She added that when you rec- 
ognize the signs of impending 
family breakdown in your 
home, it is time to act, clearing 
the air yourself, or seeking out- 
side assistance.

Treasury “needs to be able to 
offer realistic interest rates’’ on 
bonds, pointing out that when 
such rates are “‘out of kilter with 
what corporations and foreign gov- 
ernments can pay, our gold will 
migrate out of the United 
States.” 


Branch expressed the opinion 
that proposed wage and hour in- 
creases would lead to inflation 
and “‘would hit hardest at small 
businessmen.”” He declared legis- 
lation is needed to “‘break up the 
size of monopolistic unions.”’ 


Proposed federal health care 
benefits for men and women on 
Social Security rolls were 
criticized by Truman as a “‘dras- 
tic step toward federalization and 
greater regimentation of our peo- 
ple.”’ Fraser said he opposed fed- 
eral jobless pay bills now pending 
“because I want control in the 
hands of local people.”’ 


The “staggering” national debt 
was deplored by Davis, who 
spoke at the luncheon, and by 
the Georgia senators and the 
budget director, whose reports 
were presented through a film. 


Davis told his Atlanta audience 
“dangerous liberals’ are ‘‘out- 
numbering’’ more conservative 
representatives in the House. 
Davis predicted during his lunch- 
eon address that New York Negro 
congressman Clayton Powell ‘will 
be acquitted of income tax 
charges and will be next chair-

it:is a symptom. A symptom of 
something, but I do not mean a 
symptom of disease. I should say 
it might well be regarded as we 
regard dreams, except that sleep- 
walking is a more intense mani- 
festation. 


Tt may well be a means of ex- 
pressing some inner conflict, and 
this is borne out by patients who, 
under questioning, later connect 
the first episode of sleepwalking 


to some emotional upset in child-’ 
hood. 


I wish I knew of some simple 
formula for detgrmining just what 
inner conflict may be at work, 
but I don’t. This gets into the in- 
tricate workings of the mind. If 
you, or the victim of the sleep- 
walking, can manage to associate 
it with some problem that both- 
ers him, then solving the problem, 
or at least facing up to the pres- 
ence of it, may well permit him 
to sleep more restfully. The prob-
